The money, raised 
through entrance fees for 
traders at Dorchester 
Market car boot sale, was 
split between a total of 32 
groups. 

Among the biggest do¬ 
nations was a £4,100 
grant to Charlton Down 
Village Hall, to help them 
buy a projector and 
screen for the showing of 


films and for lectures, 
teaching and presenta¬ 
tions. 

The Dorset Women’s 
Outreach Project received 
£500, which will help to 
support their vital freep¬ 
hone helpline for women 
suffering domestic abuse. 

Other donations went to 
the Garden Help Service, 
who got £300 for their 
running costs, the Puddle- 
town Pre-School who re¬ 
ceived £250 towards their 
multicultural educational 


resources and the Dorch¬ 
ester Stroke Club who re¬ 
ceived £150 for new 
exercise quipment. 

West Dorset District 
Council and Dorchester 
Town Council have given 
thousands of pounds to 
local community groups 
this year through Dorch¬ 
ester Joint Markets Com¬ 
mittee which is made up 
of councillor representa¬ 
tives from the town and 
district council. 

Chairman of the Dorch¬ 


ester Joint Markets Com¬ 
mittee Tony Frost said: “I 
fully encourage local 
groups and charities to fill 
in an application form 
and take advantage of this 
opportunity next time. 
Who knows how much

It was 
just one person being a sneak thief, 
it’s pretty despicable but the rest of 
the people were here in the spirit of 
the hospice.” 

Weldmar ’ s C ommunity 

fundraiser Katie Slade said: “It was 
very disappointing that someone 
would do that at a charity event. I 
feel very disappointed for Dot and 
her committee, who work very 
hard to run the event. 

“They work incredible hard and 
it’s disappointing for them when 
someone does something like that. 

“We’ve never experienced any¬ 
thing like that before at any of our 
fundraisers.”

■ ARE there any companies whose marketing strat¬ 
egy's you admire? 

Nationally the classy ads from John Lewis/Waitrose 
which just sell the product, I can’t stand ads where the 
creative people have been so indulgent you don’t know 
what the product is. I find the Lloyds Bank “With you for 
the Journey” strategy quite amusing! To me all banks are 
the same - they give you an umbrella when the sun is 
shining and want it back when it rains. Locally Clipper 
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Teas and Dorset Cereals have strong brand identity. 

■ SHOULD the marketing budget be the first to go 
in a recession? 

That is totally the wrong thing to do. With the recession 
the last thing you should be doing is shelving the adver¬ 
tising budget. You may scale down or try something new 
but you should still be doing something- even in a tight 
market you can increase your share by advertising. 

■ HOW does life in West Dorset compare to London? 

Two different worlds but both with good points. The 
countryside, coast and pretty villages make West Dorset 
a very special place - and the people are very friendly. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Dinner parties are best if not serious so, Ann Widdecombe 
as she always has something to say and would stand no 
nonsense or big egos, talking of which, Madonna for her 
skill at marketing herself so brilliantly for 25 years - she 
could give me a few tips and also perhaps advise Anne to 
wear one of her conical bra outfits on Strictly Come 
Dancing, that could help her chances. Then for style Dean 
Martin he would make sure the wine didn’t dry up and 
could flirt with the ladies. 

■ WHO is your marketing hero? 

Lots of people I admire for making a fortune and seizing 
opportunities at the right time. But my marketing hero is 
probably a contradiction in terms. Someone I admire is 
Julian Richer of Richer Sounds who left school at 19 and 
has built a million pound business. His book The Richer 
Way is a great guide for business people covering just 
what customer service should be. Everyone at BT and 
Sky should be made to read it.

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School launches 
own iPhone app

PUPILS at a Dorchester 
school have no excuse for 
missing homework now 
after it launched a pioneer¬ 
ing new piece of technol¬ 
ogy. 

The school is one of the 
first primary schools in the 
country to launch an 
iPhone app for parents and 
carers after its ICT co-or¬ 
dinator Gary Spracklen 
developed the idea. 

The specially devised 
iPhone app will make it 
easier for parents to keep 
abreast of the latest news 
and events at The Prince of 
Wales First School. 

Mr Spracklen said: “The 
iPhone app has been de¬ 


veloped in consultation 
with parents and carers 
and is intended to continue 
to support the strong com¬ 
munication links between 
home and school. 

“Our parents and carers 
like to have a choice in 
how they access informa¬ 
tion, the iPhone app is an 
excellent development 
which supports the wide 
choice of communication 
channels already used by 
the school.” 

The iPhone app offers 
parents, carers and mem¬ 


bers of the wider school 
community a powerful 
tool for keeping track of 
news and events from the 
first School. 

The iPhone app, allows 
users to view a school cal¬ 
endar and keep up to date 
with term times. 

In addition to a school 
calendar, a “news section” 
also provides a useful ref¬ 
erence point for parents 
with information relating 
to each class. 

The iPhone app also has 
a built in feature which al¬ 


lows users to contact the 
school office. The school 
is already seeking to sup¬ 
port other mobile devices. 

Parent and Curriculum 
Governor for ICT, Katie 
Gallego, described the app 
as an important tool in get¬ 
ting information to par¬ 
ents, adding: “having this 
sort of information in the 
palm of your hand is in¬ 
valuable as a parent.” 

The iPhone app is avail¬ 
able through iTunes, after 
it was officially launched 
at the school’s Parent ICT 
Evening on Monday of 
last week.

Police road safety campaign does the job 


TO date the Dorset Road Safety “no ex¬ 
cuse” campaign has processed over 
12,500 motor related offences 

Dorset Police have now launched a seat 
belt e-learning course for offenders in 
Dorchester after figures showed 37 per 
cent of those tickets issued were for fail¬ 
ing to wear a seat belt. 

The “no excuse” team returned to 
Dorchester last week to target careless 
and reckless drivers and formally trial the 
e-leaming seat belt course. 

The online course will only be available 
to people who have had an offence from 
20 September 2010 and will cost £36 in¬ 
stead of the £60 fixed penalty. The course 
will need to be completed within 14 days 
on receipt of the offer. 


Developed in conjunction with StarTraq 
the course is an alternative method of dis¬ 
posal for seat belt offences rather than the 
£60 fixed penalty. 

It is anticipated the course will be tri¬ 
alled for one year. 

Dorset County Council’s road safety 
manager, Robert Smith, said: “There is 
simply “no excuse” for some of the self¬ 
ish driving behaviour being witnessed 
every day on Dorset’s roads.” 

■ POLICE used overt and covert meth¬ 
ods to nab 106 Dorchester motorists in 
just a few hours during their Surround a 
Town operation. 

The second “no excuse” operation fol¬ 
lows one earlier this year which saw a 
total of 287 driving offences detected 


over the course of one day. 

Of the 40 people caught not wearing a 
seatbelt on November 3rd, 33 chose to at¬ 
tend the newly launched e-learning 
course rather than pay the £60 fine. 

The remaining seven offenders have 
also been given the chance to attend the 
video-based course at Brownsword Hall, 
Poundbury, albeit with a charge of £36. 

The new e-learning seatbelt course is 
aimed at educating motorists instead of 
fining them. 

Both Surround a Town operations were 
held on market days outside the tourist 
period. 

A total of 27 drivers were caught ex¬ 
ceeding the speed limit in a 30mph zone. 

Tickets were also issued to 11 people 
caught using their mobile phone while 


driving; three vehicles were found with 
non-standard registration plates; two ve¬ 
hicles were carrying dangerous loads and 
one person was caught driving without a 
license. 

A further 20 vehicles were found on the 
DVLA database as having no MOT. 

The combined total of tickets does not 
include offences detected by Dorset Road 
Safe safety camera vehicles. 

Members of the various Dorset Road 
Safe partners, including Dorset Police, 
Dorset Fire and Rescue and Dorset 
County Council, were also at locations 
around the county town, talking to mem¬ 
bers of the public about the aims of ‘no 
excuse’, offering safer driving advice and 
asking for their feedback. 
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Lid I moves to town 

DISCOUNT supermarket Lidl is moving into 
Dorchester in the new year after finally winning 
its battle for planning permission. 

Road traffic concerns at the former Loders site 
meant Lidls application had previously been 
turned down by West Dorset District Council. 

This latest scheme secures around £500,000 of 
private sector-funded road improvements at the 
difficult junction of The Grove and the Cl 2. 

Work on the store begins in the new year and 
will create around 30 new full and part-time jobs 
in the town. 

West Dorset District Council Leader Robert 
Gould said:"We received some criticism when we 
refused the previous Lidl scheme a year ago on 
grounds including highway safety. But we have 
since worked with the applicant and this latest 
scheme will improve a difficult junction in the 
county town. 

"This is a really good example of where the 
planning process can achieve significant commu¬ 
nity benefits at no cost to local taxpayers."

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Jobs and services to be hit in 
county council spending review 


JOBS and front-line services will 
be hit as Dorset County Council 
attempts to find almost £50 million 
in savings. 

DCC chiefs are already in talks 
with union officials to slash pay- 
related costs ahead of a crunch full 
county council meeting on Thurs¬ 
day, November 11th to consider 
the cabinet’s recommendations on 
savings. 

Last week DCC’s Cabinet agreed 
plans to save the council £22.5 
milli on over the next three years, 
the first step in reaching a target of 
£48.6 million in savings. 

However, that still leaves a sav¬ 
ings shortfall of around £26 mil¬ 
lion, and with the reduction in 
Government funding weighted to¬ 
wards 2011/12, DCC will need to 
save an extra £15 million on top of 
the savings already planned for 
next year. 

At a recent meeting councillors 
announced plans to cut £7million 
from the social services budget, 
over £1 million from highways and 
admitted youth services will also 
be hit. 

DCC needs to save 17 per cent of 
its budget over the next three years 
following the coalition govern¬ 
ment’s spending review. 

A further 13 per cent of the li¬ 
braries budget will be cut, along 


with the freezing of its contribu¬ 
tion toward Weymouth’s CCTV. 
The village halls budget is also set 
to end. 

Saving measures may include 
axing management posts, cutting 
redundancy payments, charging 
for staff parking, reducing the 
number of council buildings and 
reviewing sick pay. 

County council Leader Angus 
Campbell said: “There is no doubt 
that we have a huge task ahead of 
us. Forced change means we need 
to get on with making savings 
now, especially in areas that will 
not need a policy change. 

“However, I believe that this also 
gives us a clear opportunity to 
focus on delivering services in line 
with the council’s priorities. 

“It’s not just services that will be 
affected - staff will be too. We are 
currently negotiating proposals to 
reduce the council’s pay-related 
costs with the trade unions. We 
have also frozen recruitment right 
across the organisation. This now 
includes frontline posts, apart from 
exceptional cases such as child 
protection. 

“We have been planning for 
tough times for a while now, and 
have identified that there is poten¬ 
tial to make savings in all admin¬ 
istration, publications and 


communications, and through re¬ 
ducing management and the over¬ 
all number of council buildings. 

He said the council were expect¬ 
ing to receive its provisional Gov¬ 
ernment grant settlement amount 
in early December, which would 
make its financial situation and 
savings requirements clearer. 

The council will be examining 
how it can increase its income 
from services like country parks 
and the music service. 

The Cabinet has agreed to set up 
a “Star Chamber” including the 
Leader Angus Campbell, Deputy 
Leader Hilary Cox, portfolio 
holder for Corporate Resources 
Spencer Flower, Chief Executive 
David Jenkins and Chief Financial 
Officer Paul Kent. 

The Star Chamber will go 
through budgets for each direc¬ 
torate looking for further savings 
possibilities, ready to inform the 
Cabinet’s meeting on December 
15 th.

NOW based in Dorset, a 
county she has very much 
come to love, Latvian au¬ 
thor and illustrator Maya 
Victoria Linde, who spe¬ 
cialises in children’s 
books, has self-published 
a new book for children 
called “Little Bear’s Win¬ 
ter”.

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Final act of remembrance for Head 



AT 11am on Armistice 
Day (Thursday, Novem¬ 
ber 11th) more than 
2,000 students and 200 
staff will stand in silent in 
front of the Thomas 
Hardye School memorial 
gates in Queens Avenue, 
Dorchester, honouring 
Old Grammarians and 
Hardyeans who gave 
their lives in war. 

The tradition began in 
1957 at Hardye’s School 
and has continued at the 
modern Thomas Hardye 
School. 

The names of the for¬ 
mer pupils who fell in 
conflict will be read by 
four students from the 
school. 

Headmaster Doctor Iain 
Melvin OBE will lead 
the minute’s silence and 
the brief act of remem¬ 
brance, culminating in 
the last post sounded by 
the bugler. 

It will certainly be a 
poignant moment for 
Doctor Melvin, who re¬ 
tires at Christmas. 

The tradition began at 
the school when the 
stone pillars and iron 
gates were consecrated in 
1957. 

The Memorial Gates 
and pillars were rescued 
from the old school in 
1995 and re-erected out¬ 
side the new Thomas 
Hardye’s School at the 
end of Queens Avenue, 
complete with the twin 
stone wyverns - the 
School’s historic symbol 
- carved by the late Ken 
Batty, art master for 
many years. 

Inside the new school 
are the two rolls of hon¬ 
our, one for former 
Grammarians who fell in 
the Great War and the 
other honouring those in 
subsequent conflicts 
from 1939. 

Many former 

Hardyeans will be pres¬ 
ent at the remembrance 
service and Michel 
Hooper-Immins, Wey¬ 
mouth-born President of 
the Hardyeans Old Boys 
Club will lay a wreath at 
the Memorial Gates, as 
will the Chairman of 
Governors and the Head 
Boy and Girl. The com¬ 
bined cadet force band 
will march and stand in 
the centre of the square in 
front of the school. 



“It was 50-years-ago in 
1960 that I attended my 
first act of remembrance 
outside those marvellous 
iron gates and the stone 
pillars with the wyverns 
on top,” said Old 
Hardyeans President 
Michel Hooper-Immins. 
“Whereas we were 
around 750 pupils in my 
time, there are now some 
2,200 students and staff 
who file quietly out of 
school just before 11am 
to take their places 
silently to honour those 
who died in world wars 
and subsequent conflicts. 

“It is a supremely dig¬ 
nified tribute by today’s 
young people. I know 
Doctor Melvin is very 
proud of them.” 

He added: “It will be 
Iain Melvin’s last Act of 
Remembrance after lead¬ 


ing this fine school for 22 
years. 

“Doctor Melvin and his 
staff have so much of 
which to be proud. Much 
praise is due to this giant 
of a man in teaching 
terms, who has guided 
Thomas Hardye School 
to sustained excellence 
for 22 years. 

“He has always been 
very welcoming to us 
Old Hardyeans and we 
will miss him. 

“I know all of us wish 
him a happy retirement 
and hope we will see him 
at our functions from 
time to time.” 

Founded in 1905 as the 
Old Grammarians, the 
Old Hardyeans - also 
known as the Hardyeans 
Club - is one of the most 
successful old school as¬ 


sociations in the county, 
bringing together the old 
boys of Dorchester 
Grammar School and 


Hardye’s School, plus 
former students of the 
modern Thomas Hardye 
School.

NETHER Cerne Farm lies in a stunning 
location, set either side of the Cerne 
Valley, two miles south of Cerne 
Abbas. 

Contained within an Area of Out- 
stand Natural Beauty, farmer Edward 
Gallia has created and actively man¬ 
ages habitats such as the River Cerne, 
downland, woodland and field mar¬ 
gins for wildlife.

This is a very traditional stone 
ground flour, Mike Stoat of Cann Mill 
using a grinding stone driven by a 
water wheel to mill the wheat into 
flour. 

The Stoate family have been millers 
since 1832, and Mike now operates 
out of Cann Mill, Shaftesbury.

Proud young ambassadors 
for Dorset Fire and Rescue 


TEENAGERS from Dorchester are to be taught the dis¬ 
cipline and skills it takes to save lives. 

Following the success of last year’s pilot scheme, pupils 
from The Thomas Hardye School will be taking part in 
the second cadets scheme at Dorchester Fire Station. 

Dorchester Fire Cadets 2010 is a uniformed youth de¬ 
velopment programme aimed at a cross section of young 


people from 14-16 years-old. 

The cadets will develop practical, life and communica¬ 
tion skills and be part of a team, plus they will be able to 
gain a BTEC award during the 20-week course. 

Darran Gunter, Chief Fire Officer said: “We hope that 
by teaching these pupils new skills and allowing them to 
achieve a recognised qualification, we can help spread 
fire and road safety messages throughout Dorset, using 
the voice of Fire Cadets to influence families and peers. 

“In turn this may reduce the amount of calls we attend. 
We also endeavour to provide these young people with 
an idea of what a career in the Fire and Rescue Service 
is really like.” 

Dorset Fire and Rescue Service has developed the 
scheme as part of its established and recognised youth 
education programme. 

“Fast year over 25 young people in Dorset achieved 
their BTEC award and are now proud ambassadors for 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Service after participating in the 
pilot scheme. This includes attending events such as the 
Dorset Fire Fayre 2010 and our annual awards cere¬ 
mony.” 

Finzi Holt, Head of Prevention Policy at DFRS said: 
“They will meet for two hours one evening a week and 
participate in a variety of exciting activities such as fire¬ 
fighting skills, first aid, life skills, trips to and visits from 
local partner agencies and community events.”

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View from Westminster 

with MP OLIVER LETWIN 


THE DIFFUCULITIES OF A SPENDING REVIEW 



A S everyone knows, between the time 
of my last View from Westminster re¬ 
port in this paper and the present in¬ 
stalment, Westminster has been occupied with 
the spending review. 

It wouldn’t be appropriate for me to use this 
column to argue the case for the spending re¬ 
view as a whole (strong though I think it is) 
or for the specific measures that have attracted 
most controversy (strong though I think the 
arguments are for those, too). 

But I think that, without getting into the sort 
of difficulties that Mr Blair encountered when 
he made his well-known speech to the 
Women’s Institute, I can report on one feature 
of the scene that has strongly impressed itself 
on me as I have worked through the spending 
review process with my Cabinet colleagues. 

The feature I am referring to is the sheer in¬ 
comprehensibility of government spending. 

Of course, within pretty strict limits, one 
knows how much is being spent in total under 
various headings. And of course the total of 
the totals is well understood. 

The challenge is to find out what the money 
is actually going on. 

Take the case of the NHS - which spends 
about one eighth of the entire budget of the 
United Kingdom. It is easy to find out what 
the total is. And it doesn’t take much to dis¬ 
cover how much of the total is spent on, say, 
hospitals. But then you get to the question: 
what is the money in each hospital being spent 
on? 

Now, of course, there must be someone 
somewhere in each hospital who knows what 
the money is being spent on. But I assure you, 


gentle reader, that wherever these people are, 
they are not located in Whitehall. News at this 
level of detail simply doesn’t at present travel. 
It sits firmly in the offices of those involved 
in particular decisions. 

When you or I are trying to construct a 
household budget, we know exactly what an 
item of spending like “car insurance” or 
“shoes” means. The things in question are 
readily visible. 

But when you come to do a spending review 
in government, getting to the point where you 
really understand what the money is going on 
- in the same way that one understands this in 
one’s own personal budget - is currently im¬ 
possible. 

This, in itself, explains a great deal of the 
reason for the fact that we are in some diffi¬ 
culty. You cannot really expect to control the 
nation’s finances if you don’t know what the 
money is being spent on. 

Luckily, we are now moving into a new era, 
where every contract for an amount over 
£25,000 will be down-loadable on the web - 
with some departments and all local authori¬ 
ties moving towards listing contracts of over 
£500 on their websites. 

So next time a government does a spending 
review, it will all feel quite different - be¬ 
cause, by then, we will have an army of arm¬ 
chair accountants all over the country, using 
the web to identify what is actually being 
spent by whom on what in their own locali¬ 
ties. 

When that information comes back to 
Whitehall, it will be like bright lights shining 
on a dark night. 


NHS launch dementia campaign 


IT is thought that around 8,000 people 
in Dorset are affected by dementia but 
only around one in three are seeking 
professional help. 

A new campaign run jointly between 
NHS Dorset and local Pharmacists aims 
to help educate people about the con¬ 
dition, raising the profile of tell-tale 
signs and support that is available. 

Nationally, dementia affects one in 14 
people over the age of 65 with num¬ 
bers expected to double over the next 
30 years. 

The Memory Matters campaign will 
inform people of the early signs and 
encourage them to talk to their GP or 
Pharmacist if they have concerns about 
either themselves or their loved ones, 


as the earlier a person gets diagnosed 
the sooner they can make plans and 
access support. 

Special training events for local phar¬ 
macy teams will take place during No¬ 
vember, enabling them to accurately 
signpost their customers to the sup¬ 
port which best meets their individual 
requirements. 

The Memory Matters campaign will 
run throughout November and De¬ 
cember 2010 and January 2011. 

Sarah Howard is Project manager for 
dementia with NHS Dorset and wants 
to raise awareness of the condition, en¬ 
couraging people to seek early diagno¬ 
sis and support. 

She said: "There is no such thing as a 


single cause of dementia however it is 
likely that a combination of factors can 
lead to it such as age, genetic predis¬ 
position, general health and environ¬ 
mental factors. 

"Some people may notice subtle 
changes in their behaviour such as 
being more forgetful than usual, mood 
changes or having difficulty communi¬ 
cating. 

"Anyone who is worried should con¬ 
tact their local pharmacist about local 
support or arrange an appointment 
with their GP".

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"Common Law Marriage" is an expression 
often heard in Dorset and elsewhere 


T here is a generally accepted view that if people live 
together for a certain period of time (usually 6 
months or 2 years) that relationship becomes a 
"Common Law Marriage" which confers all the benefits of 
a "Real" marriage. This is not correct, no matter how long 
people live with their partner, if they do not marry then 
there is no marriage, common law or otherwise. This can 
have a big impact in the event of separation. 

If the couple are married then on divorce the starting 
point for the division of assets, including the shared home, 
is 50% no matter whether the home is held in the parties 
joint names or just one party's name. However, if the par¬ 


ties are not married and the property is held in one party's 
name the other party may struggle to receive anything 
from the property even if they have contributed financially 
throughout the relationship. Various cases have been be¬ 
fore the court and where one party, usually the woman, 
has been unable to prove that she has contributed towards 
the mortgage she has been rendered homeless once the 
children, if any, no longer require care. To avoid this situa¬ 
tion it would be wise for anybody considering living with 
another to have a cohabitation agreement drawn up and 
Blackburn & Co are able to help with this.

Anthea Simmons met Rex Hel- 
ston (furniture maker) and Car¬ 
oline Frood (painter) to find 
out more about their back 
story and their aims for the 
show. 

Caroline had always loved 
drawing and painting as a child 
and the house she grew up in 
was full of the work of a great 
aunt, who was a professional 
artist. 

She specialises in painstaking 
studies of plants and flowers. 


The particularity of her gaze al¬ 
lows her to capture something 
beyond the mere depiction of 
the plant itself. 

She often chooses to paint 
plants past their prime, so that 
the viewer sees not only the 
structure of the flower but finds 
himself contemplating the pas¬ 
sage of time and the cycle of 
life itself, in the dessicated seed 
heads, papery textures and del¬ 
icate, faded colours of droop¬ 
ing petals and trailing leaves. 

Rex Helston set off on about 
as unrelated a career path as 
you could imagine! 

He read Law at Norwich and 
then went to work for a corpo¬ 
rate law firm. 

During that time, his frequent 
lunchtime visits to the wood¬ 
working tool stall on White- 
cross Street Market eventually 
prompted him to change ca¬ 
reer. 

He took himself off to Rye- 
cotewood College at Thame. 
On graduating, he returned to 
London to work, before mov¬ 
ing to Devon nearly 20 years 
ago. 

He has built up a loyal client 


base, with some relationships 
echoing the patronage of for¬ 
mer times. 

An admirer of the French Art- 
Deco furniture designer, Emile- 
Jacques Ruhlmann, Rex would 
not, however, describe himself 
as a classical furniture maker. 

He is motivated by the desire 
to take something from the 
conceptual to the concrete. 

So what is the reason for the 
show? Rex heard about the 
Town Mill Arts Guild through 
Hilary Highet, whom he had 
worked with before at Makers, 
the craft co-operative in 
Taunton. 


Both he and Caroline wanted 
to share what they do with 
other artists and the public 
and to be able to meet and talk 
to people who take an interest 
on their work. 

They will be stewarding their 
show themselves, so will be 
there to answer questions, and, 
as Caroline commented, it will 
give them both time away from 
the studio or the bustle of the 
workshop to reflect on their 
work and the direction in 
which they are going. 

They, too, will find some time 
to 'Be Seated and Gaze'. A rare 
treat.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


"We might not have had the war; and then 
the world would not have been made safe 
for democracy, nor would militarism have 
been overthrown." 

Bertrand Russell, 1935 

TOMORROW, on Armistice Day, and also this 
weekend on Remembrance Sunday, the na¬ 
tion will pay homage to more than nine hun¬ 
dred thousand British servicemen who gave 
their lives in that terrible 1914-18 war. 

In 1914, at 55 years of age, A.E. Housman was 
too old to join the ranks, but many of his 
'Shropshire Lads'helped to fill the trenches. 
After the war Housman wrote this: 

HERE DEAD WE LIE 

Here dead we lie 
Because we did not choose 
To live and shame the land 
From which we sprung. 

Life, to be sure, 

Is nothing much to lose, 

But young men think it is, 

And we were young. 

Another of Housman's verses, this one would 
have struck a chord with many a grieving sol¬ 
dier's mother. 

OH STAY AT HOME, MY LAD, AND PLOUGH 

Oh stay at home, my lad, and plough 
The land and not the sea, 


And leave the soldiers at their drill, 

And all about the idle hill 
Shepherd your sheep with me. 

Oh stay with company and mirth 
And daylight and the air; 

Too full already is the grave 
Of fellows that were good and brave 
And died because they were. 

Another quarter of a million men and women 
of our armed forces perished in World War 
Two. And they have continued to lose their 
lives and their limbs since - in Korea, the 
Balkans, the Falklands, Iraq, Afghanistan and 
elsewhere. 

It was Lord Wavell, in 1944, who said, "It is a 
law of life which has yet to be broken that a na¬ 
tion can only earn the right to live soft by being 
prepared to die hard in defence of its living." 

Whilst we pay our respects to those who died, 
we should also respect those who served and 
survived, as Housman reminds us in this 
poem. 

SOLDIER FROM THE WARS RETURNING 

Soldier from the wars returning, 

Spoiler of the taken town, 

Here is ease that asks not earning; 

Turn you in and sit you down. 

Peace is come and wars are over, 
Welcome you and welcome all, 


While the charger crops the clover 
And his bridle hangs in stall. 

Now no more of winters biting, 

Filth in trench from fall to spring, 
Summers full of sweat and fighting 
For the Kaiser or the King. 

Rest you, charger, rust you, bridle; 

Kings and Kaisers, keep your pay; 
Soldier, sit you down and idle 
At the inn of night for aye. 

I find it a strange irony that poppies grow in 
Afghanistan just as they grow in Belgium. It 
was in May 1915 that John McCrae, a Cana¬ 
dian doctor, who was tending hundreds of 
British gas victims near Ypres, wrote the most 
poignant and most famous of the many mov¬ 
ing poems to be written during the Great 
War. It ended with this message: 

"If ye break faith with us who die 
We shall not sleep, though poppies grow 
In Flanders Fields."

THE Montien Thai Restaurant offers authentic Thai cuisine served in a traditional atmosphere. Thai food is cooked 
with fresh ingredients, including vegetables, poultry, pork, beef and seafoods. 

A variety of spices and fresh herbs - e.g. garlic, chilli, coriander and lemon grass - give Thai dishes a distinctive 
taste. Thai food is also served with a variety of condiments including ground red pepper, fresh chilli paste, vinegar 
with sliced pepper and fish sauce. 

Except for the rice dishes and noodle dishes, Thai meals are usually ordered family style, which is to say that two 
or more people order together, sharing different dishes. Traditionally the party orders one of each kind of dish. 
Thais eat with a fork and spoon, except for noodles, which are eaten with spoon and chopsticks. Thai food can be 
pungent and spicy, however you can indicate your preference for mild, medium or very hot. Vegetarian dishes can 
also be prepared to replace any dishes in our menu. 


N OT that I should need one, but running a 
monthly dining out feature in View2 gives me 
the perfect excuse to take the girlfriend out 
to sample some of the wonderful eateries on offer in 
our local area, writes FRED THOMSON. 

This month the spotlight is on the Montien Thai 
Restaurant in Bridport. I am a huge fan of Thai cui¬ 
sine and book here whenever possible, so the 
prospect of eating out and writing a few words 
about our experience, it has to be said, was an ab¬ 
solute pleasure. 

Located at 37 East Street (opposite the Bull Hotel) 
the restaurant is easily identified by the green 
canopy overhanging the front of the building. The 
interior is of a cozy size and decked out with an au¬ 
thentic Thai theme with plenty of vibrancy and 
colour. 

Staff are brightly dressed in traditional Thai style 
clothing, particularly the ladies who wear full-length 
pretty Thai dresses. 

We were handed menus and as my girlfriend read 
through I wondered off to take some photos for 
those who have not yet been to get a feel for it. 

The friendly waiter came to take our order and we 
decided to go for a starter to share - Tagra Montien 
Thong which consisted of chicken satay, prawns in 
tempura batter, Thai spring rolls, prawns and mixed 
chicken on fried toast and served with a combina¬ 
tion of sauces. The dish is pictured above. 

The variation of flavours and dipping sauces was 
exquisite and the carrot garnish shaped skilfully like 
a flower was very impressive. 

For main courses we also shared but selected a few 



dishes to try some different flavours. We went for 
Goong Pad Haeng - Stir Fried king prawns in very 
thin batter with garlic, spicy salt, red and green pep¬ 
pers, onion, spring onion and carrots; Pad Thai Gai 
- Special fried noodles with chicken, beansprouts, 
spring onions, tamarind sauce and ground roasted 
peanut wrapped in egg and topped with prawns; 
and Thai Green Chicken Curry - Green curry Thai 
style with aubergine, chilli, kaffir lime leaves, sweet 


basil leaves in coconut milk.There were various Rice 
types but we opted for the Khao Niew Thai style 
'Sticky Rice'. 

As you can see from the pictures, the food was 
beautifully presented and tasted absolutely superb. 
If anything we had eyes bigger than our bellies and 
over ordered so we had no room for dessert but 
rounded of a memorable evening out with a coffee.

Volkswagen wins the inaugural 
RAC future car challenge 


A VOLKSWAGEN Golf blue-e-motion prototype elec¬ 
tric car is the overall winner of the inaugural Future Car 
Challenge. The car also won its category. Most Eco¬ 
nomic and Environment Friendly Regular Passenger 
EV. 

The Royal Automobile Club Gold Medal for the winning 
vehicle was presented to Jim Holder, Editor of What Car? 
and Volkswagen engineer Folko Rohde who shared the 
driving. The pair joined a total of over 60 entrants in trav¬ 
elling from Madeira Drive in Brighton to Pall Mall in Lon¬ 
don - a distance of 57 miles - with the aim of consuming 
as little energy as possible. 

The Challenge attracted a diverse range of entries, from 
pure electric vehicles such as the Golf blue-e-motion, to 
hybrids, hydrogen fuel cell vehicles and highly efficient 
diesel cars such as the Polo and Golf BlueMotion. 

Powered by lithium-ion batteries, the Golf blue-e¬ 
motion has an electric motor with a peak power output 
of 115 PS and a range of around 100 miles in normal con¬ 
ditions. It can reach a top speed of 86 miles per hour and

accelerate from rest to 62 mph in 11.8 seconds. The car 
features regenerative braking that can activate when the 
accelerator is released and during the initial travel of the 
brake pedal. This reduces the amount of energy that 
would otherwise be wasted during driving. Despite its 
unconventional motive power the Golf blue-e-motion 
appears at first glance like any other Golf with a slightly 
reduced boot volume of 279 litres and space for five 
adults. 

This is the first time that a Golf blue-e-motion has been 
brought to the UK. It was found to have consumed the 
least energy of any of the diverse range of vehicles in the 
competition from Brighton to London which took in a 
challenging mix of country roads, and some severe Lon¬ 
don traffic jams. 

On arrival in London the Golf blue-e-motion had its 
data recorder removed by the RAC scrutineers and then 
joined the Polo BlueMotion and Golf BlueMotion entries 
plus all the other competing vehicles for a special display 
in Regent Street. Despite its conventional appearance 
this particular Golf attracted a lot of attention from mem¬ 
bers of the public, particularly when its bonnet was 
raised. 

On receiving the award, Jim Holder said: 'It’s a testi¬ 
mony to the abilities of the Golf blue-e-motion that it 
won despite the fact I’d never competed in any sort of 
eco driving challenge before. Folko was a superb tutor 
in getting the best from the car, but the fact is that this 
was a challenge on real roads and, in my case, without 
an expert ’eco 1 driver at the wheel. That just underlines 
how efficient the blue-e-motion is now - so to think how 
good it will be when it goes on sale in three years time is 
extremely exciting.
